2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: While the prior art of record discloses highlighting of a document based upon a 
plurality of criteria, such as ID, element class, or broken links (Adobe: numbers 3 and 

1 1 -1 2), the prior art fails to disclose designing a document with a plurality of buttons for 
selection by users, each button having a label identified by an intended user and 
formatting the document using sets of tags, each set of tags identifying a section of the 
document and an intended user for whom the section of the document is to be 
highlighted, each intended user identified by a set of tags corresponding to an intended 
user identified by the label.
